missioner Evans. 


GETS BETTEK SEEVIGE TODES IT. 


Be Said the Country Would Have a Civil 


Pension Ust Inflicted Upou It Unless 
Some Reforms Were Uuacted—Definite 
Tenure of Office of Teu Year* Is Sug- 
gested by Him. 
Washington, Dec. 21.—When Hon. H. 


Clay Evans, commissioner of pensions, 
appeared before the senate committee 
on civil service and retrenchment he 
•was questioned at length about the 
civil service system and its application 
to the pension office force. 


" He expressed .the opinion that the 
Jaw did not accomplish the results its 
friends insisted that it did. The best 


'men in his office wer9 those who had 


'iome in under th« socalled "spoils sys- 
tem." 
They did their duty and ex- 


pected to hold their positions by so do- 
ing. 


The pension examining boards, he 


'Raid, ought not to be in the classified 
eervice, as it was desirable to secure 
men as members of such boards who 
bad had wide surgical experience— 
army experience, if possible—and such 
men would not enter into competition 
for the places with young men just out 


°6f college. 


•He thought, however, that the.entire 


system of appointing the boards wai 
wrong, and that' all of them ought to 
be under a uniform system of appoint- 
ment. 


The commissioner believed that the 


head of a Bureau was the best qualified 
person to pass upon the efficiency of a 
clerk, and that he ought not to be ham- 
pered in removing a clerk lor ineffi- 
ciency. 


• If permitted to do so he could re- 


move at least 100 clerks from his of- 
fice without affecting the efficiency of 
>the force. He thought it would be de- 
airable to have a definite tenure of of- 
fice, not exceeding 10 years, so that ev- 
ery year about 10 per cent of new blood 
could be infused into the force. 


This would do away with the abuses 


resulting from some clerks remaining 
in office too long. 
The commissioner 


thought that some reform would have 
to.be enacted or the country- would 
have the infliction of a civil pension 
list. 


He believed it was a mistake to In- 


"clude in the classified service the spe- 
cial examiners, medical-boards, chiefs 
of divisions and all others' receiving 
salaries exceeding $1,400. 


Considered Various Bills.
